uch good prices will bo hy themselves. 
Hany people suppose that when the 
goldfish is first hatched from tho egg it 


is th.6 peculiar pretty markings on its 
ales whieh make it BO beautiful and 


valuable. 


This is not the case. In its youth in 


eality the fish is just the same as any 
rdiuary arid everyday fish, and looks 
ike it i'or all tho world. Even an expert 
ould scarcely tell ifc from the little 
minnows which are found iu any stream. - 
?hey aro cf a whitish, silvery color, 
ind have not the least evidence of tho 
senutiful hues which they will later as- 
ume. 


Sometimes, 
however, the goldfish 


grower is sadly disappointed in finding 
hat his fislrfail to acquire the golden 
int for which ho has so long been look- 
ug in vain. There have been many in- 
tnncos time and again in which the fish 
never did change to the reddish color, 
ut grew to be several years old, retain- 
ug their white, silvery, youthful com- 
ilexiou. Ordinarily, however, tho fish 
.evolop tho golden shade in less than a 
•ear. 


First, they begin getting dark, some- 


irues becoming almost black. From the 
ark complexion they begin turning to 
be reddish shade, and finally conie out 


all their glory, fall fledged goldfish. 
The food has not, us many people 


uppose, tho least thing to do with col- 
ring tho fish. All the fish are fed. es- 
ctly'tho same thing, toasted bread two' 
r threo times a week, and nothing else 
s given them for their subsistence. The 
nil seems to bo. the necessary agent and 
ho only pno lo complete Hie scheme of 
nature, aud oven this sometimes does 


oo work successfully. 
The greatest difficulty with which the 


goldfish rnieerhas to contend is the pest 
.-orld. Snakes, cats, coons, frogs and 


innumerable aro all fell destroy- 


rs of the goldfish, and tho crawfish is 
ty :io means u second in the destruction 
vhich he can work when he gets in tho 
neighborhood of the finny tribe. Some 
lie must be kept constantly on watch 
t (bo EI-SSOU of the year when these-iu- 
L-CIH and little animals abound to see 
hut they do not get into the water of 
lie pond whore tho fish arc.

The Story of tho Children Who Saved tho 


City of Hamburg. 


Hamburg was besieged.

merchant, returned slowly tohis^home 
one morning.

his camp. As tho children came nearer 
he remembered his cruel vow, and was 
on tho point of giving orders that they 
should.all be put to death. 


But -when he saw tho kittle ones so 


close at hand, so pnle and thin from 
want of food, ho thought of his own 
children at home, and he could hardly 
keep\ back his tears. Then, as his thirsty, 
wounded soldiers tasted the cool, re- 
freshing frnit which the children had 
brought them, u cheer went upfiom tho 
camp, and Ilia general know thtit' ho 
was conquered, not by force of arms, 
but by tho power of kindness aud pity.

The Chicago Times-Herald was among

Its owner, 
with Mr. Hanna, organized-the syndi- 
cate which took up the notes of Mr, 
McKinley to the amount of $115,000 
when that gentleman became insolvent 
a few years ago. It is not probable, 
therefore, that it would misrepresent 
any act of the Bepablicans, except for 
party advantage, so. what it feels con- 
strained to say against the party may 
be accepted as true. It now states 
that when the Republican members of 
the Senate Finance Committee was 
amending the sugar sohedule~of the 
Dingley bill they concluded to make 
the most of the opportunity which 
their position afforded to' increase 
their bank account. They arranged 
the sugar 'schedule favorably to the 
trust a week before the bill was re- 
ported and let a few friends into the 
secret. It appears that Mr. Kohlsat of 
the Times-Herald was not among the 
number. Three senators, presumably 
those who had charge'of the bill, had 
9,000 shaves of sugar stock.purchased 
on their account by a Washington 
broker besides a large number of shares 
purchased by the close friends to 
whom the" secret had been confided. 
When the Senators had loaded up, the 
bill was reported to the Senate, and 
sugar trust stock bounded from $114 to 
$115 per share. The Senators unloaded, 
clearing $30,000 by the operation, and 
tho Times-Herald which knew nothing 


of the transaction until too late, now, 
gives the whola thing away.
